This columnist once consulted 
the Delphic Oracle at the shim­ 
mering base of Mount Parnassus 
n Greece, and came away with 
more concrete information than 
was disclosed by Messrs. Roose­ 
velt and Churchill In their full- 
dress 
press .conference on the 
promontory 
of Quebec 
at 
the 
close of their momentous parley. 
The 
Allied pair did a 
highly 
polished 
job of playing 
their 
cards 
awfully 
close 
to 
their 
chests—each after his own fash-’ 
ion. F. D. R. went through 
the 
ordeal quite impassively, 
so we 
are 
told 
by Associated 
Correspondent 
John M. 
towner, while tho Prime 
tor fidgeted. 
Tile 
puckish-faced John 
Bull 
crossed 
and rescTossed his legs, 
loosened his collar, mopped his 
forehead, and 
"once he got 
a 
firm hold on a half-smoked ci­ 
gar and hurled it far out over 
the 
bluffs of the St. Lawrence 
River." 
Having 
observed 
Mr. 
Churchill at close range in Lon­ 
don over many years, I wonder 
whether he really was fidgety, or 
whether he was putting on nm* of 
Ins little 
shows for the boys. I 
have a suspicious mind. 
Both men made sift*Kith speech­ 
es, but 
neither disclosed much. 
However, joking aside, we didn't 
want them to do a lot of talking 
for the benefit of the enemy. 
What really matters is that the 
conference 
radiated 
supreme 
confidence, and we 
know from 
past experience that another big 
job has been w e l l done. The two 
leaders did emphasize that 
the 
Allied war machine is grinding 
ahead and that great events are 
impending. 
That's 
something 
satisfactory to get 'ahead with. 
One of 
the most interesting— 
and 
likely 
important—points 
brought 
out was that since the 
Quebec conversations had much 
to do with planning the offen­ 
sive 
against 
Japan, 
Russia 
wasn’t invited to participate, be­ 
cause the Soviet union isn't at 
Mar with the Nipponese. The fact 
that 
Russia and Japan are not 
fighting 
each other may mean 
much to us when we come to fin­ 
al grips with the Mikado's forces. 
Our 
greatest need will be air- 
bases, and if we aren’t able to use 
Russian 
soil we 
shall have to 
carve bast s out of Chinese terri- 
‘orv now held by the enemy. 
Well, while we should like to 
bear Moscow 
say that Siberian 
air bases would be available for 
the offensive against Japan, it's 
likely Marshal Stalin would be 
equally 
happy 
to hear that a 
"second front" is being opened 
in western Europe. Maybe Sit' will 
but in that m atter 
the 
Sphinx 
twins held their peace. That did 
indicate, 
however, 
that a con­ 
ference 
among the big three - 
Russia, America and Britain—-is 
projected, and that’s of vast im­ 
portance 
for complete 
under­ 
standing. 
Speaking of the second front, 
F.D.R 
introduced 
a 
line 
of 
thought 
which 
interested the 
press greatly. He pointed out that 
offensives can’t be put into effect 
over night, and cited that what 
was planned 
in June 
of 
1942 
wasn't effective until November. 
That was Hie invasion of North 
Africa. The plans made at Casa­ 
blanca in January of 1943 didn't 
materialize until 
Tunisia 
and 
Sicily. 
With that the president paused. 
He didn’t mention that he and 
Churchill met in Washingon in 
May and planned 
fresh adven­ 
tures, which haven’t yet devel­ 
oped. However

A veteran of two world wars, 
who has learned both strict mili­ 
tary discipline necessary to make 
all-encompassing reg u I a t i o n s

through experience,

several weeks so quietly that few 
knc w of his appointment or even 
that tin government had such a 
plan for rehabilitation in opera­ 
tion. 
Already he has placed 35 
discharged servicemen in jobs "as 


j good or bette r than" those thhy 
left, 
Ramey regards his work in 
pi confidential or personal light 
| and does not go into details - e x ­ 
cept to the1 draft board to which 
he reports regularly. 
The plan is working out unus­ 


ually well, he says, but admits the 
big job will come when the war 
is over and the nearly 1,500 Fay­ 
ette County boys now in the ser­ 
vice come marching home. 
Fit­ 
ting this many young men into 
Civilian lib*, he says, will be no 
simple matte r. But, then, he add­ 
ed, he has the law behind him 
when he insists that if a veteran 
wants his old job back, his em­ 
ployer is required to put him 
in it with full seniority rights 
unless 
the 
employer’s 
circum­ 
stances have so change d as to 
make this impossible or unreason­ 
able. 
Up to now, however, Ramey’s 
chief concern has been the re­ 
replacement of men discharged 
from the service 
fur 
disability, 
age and occupational reasons. The 
procedure, as he described it, is 


j simple. 
The serviceman is ro- 
j quired to present himself to the 
draft board in uniform within 
i five days and apply for r* employ­ 
ment. 
From there on Ramey, as 
the 
reemployment 
committee­ 
man for thf board, takes charge 
of the situation. 
The veteran is 
j placed in a job first and then 
.from time to time his status is 
checked, for one of his obliga­ 
tions is to stick to his job. 
Fail- 
: ure of the 
serviceman, 
under 
1 most present conditions, to live 
up to his obligations leaves him 
open to reinduction into the ser­ 
vice. 
With 
typical 
reticence, 
Ramey said only it had been nec­ 
essary to send "only a very small 
minority" back into service. 
Because of his background, the 
reemployment committeeman here 
is in a position to sic both sides 


of the picture. He said he knew 
what a problem r* turning ser­ 
vicemen faced in getting settled 
in civilian life and that he could 
understand why they might want 
to celebrate briefly their release 
from strict military restrictions 
hut on the other hand he show­ 
ed no disposition 
to deal other 
than sternly with those who fail 
to live up to their obligations. 
Ramey served for more than 
two years during the first World 
War and when he returned from 
combat overseas he 
wore 
two 
wound stripes on his sleeve. And 
he still bears the sears of battle. 
When tho United 
States 
was 
plunged lido tho second World 
War, he enlisted as a paratroop­ 
er and served until injured in 
making a parachute jump just be­ 
fore completing his training. He 
was discharged and returned to 
Washington C. IL lo take over the 
active management of the Try 
Me Taxi service here which Mrs. 
Ramey had been running during 
his period of service. 
Ramey quoted from an article 
by Cpl IL N. Oliphant in a re­ 
cent issue of "Yank", the army 
weekly, to describe how the se­ 
lective service system “works in 
reverse" as he put it. This is the 
way Cpl. Ohphant described the 
reemployment service 
to 
the 
men in the service: 
"Less than three months ago on 
a makeshift cot of planks and dry 
grass in an improvised field hos­ 
pital somewhere in the South Pa­ 
cific. a young corporal from Il­ 
linois lay critically wounded. 
"Although he knew he would 
eventually recover, 
the 
future 
looked pretty black. 
An army 


doctor had told him that as soon 
as his condition permitted, he 
would be shipped back to the 
States for 
further 
hospitaliza­ 
tion. Then, upon his recovery, he 
would get a certificate of disabil- [ 
ity discharge 
the same CDI) and I 
GI might git at any time wheth­ 
er he is taking an azimuth on a; 
Jap rn New Guinea, straffing the I 
Nazis in North Africa or dodging 
jeeps rn a U. S. replacement cen- j 
tor. 
"The soldier looked down at j 
his right hand. 
It had got in the : 
way of a Jap slug and two fin-1 
gers and a thumb had been lop 
ped ofT. 
As a former skilled in -1 
atram ent makes, he 
knew' 
he 
would never work again at the 
only trade he knew'. 
‘“ I got a great future,’ he said. 
staring at the three stumps. ‘With 
a mitt like that I’ll never be abb 
to make a living.’ 
"The doctor tried to reassure 
him: 
‘It’s tough, I know. 
But 
you'll make it all right. 
VII bet 
you have a good job lined up 
for you even before you’re dis­ 
charged.’ 
** ‘Yeah? 
W’ho’s gonna toss off 
that miracle?’ 
" ‘Tlu* St lect ive 
Service 
Sys­ 
tem.’ 
“ ‘The Soh dive Service Sys­ 
tem? 
Are you kiddin’T’ 
"The doctor w asn’t kidding. To­ 
day, scarcely three months after 
he was wounded, the ex-corp ora I 
is back in civvies, plying a newly 
mastered trade in an essential 
war industry, living in circum­ 
stances better than those he left 
.to don tho olive drab.” 
I 
This story, Ramey said, gives 
an idea of how the Selective Ser­ 


vice System "works in reverse", 
but is by no means all of it. To 
get more than a thousand young 
men, many of them battle w ar­ 
red and many more physically 
sound but hardened by war ex­ 
periences, back into civilian life 


Ramey knows will be one o f the 
biggest 
tasks 
facing 
America 
when peace comes and the actual 
fighting ceases. 
But, the country t h e y went ta 
fight for, Ramey pointed out, if 
ready to lend them a helping hand 
when they come back.

In 
other words, it is air-borne. 


There is no inherent rea?on w-hy 
small particles of the plant should 
not be disseminated in this way 
and w-e know that it takes only 
minute amounts to cause the al­ 
lergic reaction, but we have al­ 
ways been skeptical that such min­ 
ute amounts as could be wafted 
through the air would do it. 


But we may have reason to 
chang e our minds because Dr. A. 
J . Horesh, o f Cleveland, shows us 
that even food odors will awaken 
the allerg ic eczema of infants and 
children. 


These eruptions on the poor lit­ 
tle babiei are pitiful and mysteri­ 
ous enough. Here is a baby born 
in a household where everyone else 
is healthy, where it eats the same 
food it* brothers and sisters did, 
yet from an early ag e has its skin 
continuously covered by an itchy, 
scaly eruption that nearly drives 
it crazy with discomfort. We feel 
almost certain now it is due to 
sensitiveness (allerg y) to certain 
foods and by making tests, these 
can be identified and eliminated 
from the diet with consequent im­ 
provement. 


Allergy of Baby 


This child I am talking about 
was 13 months old and had had 
eczema since two months. It was 
found to be sensitive to a number 
of substances— eg g , wheat, tomato 
and chicken, for 
instance. 
By 
proper elimination the eczema was 
cleared up, but every once in a 
while there would be a flare-up 
which could not be explained by a 
lig htening of the surveillance on 
diet. 
The mother noticed that these 
flare-ups 
occurred 
whenever 
a 
chicken was broug ht home from 
market. The doctor was skeptical, 
eo she g ave him a demonstration. 


When he got to the home, the in­ 
fant's skin was in excellent condi­ 
tion. Within a few minutes after 
the fully-dressed fowl was brought 
into 
the 
baby's 
presence, 
he 
became 
irritable 
and began 
to 
scratch violently. 
Blotchy spots 
and hives appeared on the face, 
back and abdomen. 


Child's Sensitivity 


Another case was in a child old 
enoug h to make accurate observa­ 
tions — 12 years. She had been 
treated for some time for eczema 
and among other thing s was found 
to be sensitive to eg g . She had 
tx en made quite well and comfort­ 
able when one day she attended 
cooking school and when some eg g s 
were broug ht in she became itchy 
and uncomfortable and had to 
leave the room. The next day she 
had a full-blown eruption. 


Such is the evidence. It is not 
too improbable. Psycholog ists tell 
us odors are caused by the im­ 
ping ement on the olfactory mem­ 
brane of minute, but actual, par­ 
ticles of the substance smelled. 
When the objection is made that 
these particles are very small, we 
can remind you that the pollen 
g rain of a rag weed is small too— 
it can be seen only under the mi­ 
croscope. 
Yet probably one of 
these will g ive your friend who is 
subject to hay fever a fit of sneez­ 
ing and eye watering that is a cau­ 
tion to observe.
